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OUR GRANDFATHERS PENNIES AND THEIR SUCCESSORS

The collecting of United States one-cent pieces or pennies in sets 
are possibly the most popular type and denomination of coins w'ith 
the collectors in U. S. No doubt one of the outstanding reasons for 
this is that the majority of these coins, in fair condition, may be 
purchased with only cigarette money, but to get all dates and varie¬ 
ties in uncirculated condition, would cost into thousands of dollars, 
Cents have been coined continuously every year with the single ex¬ 
ception of the year 1815 since the opening of the U. S. mint in 1793. 

There are specialist collectors of these coins who choose their 
coins by color, as well as condition, as they vary from the brilliant 
original red to all shades of steel blue and drab, to almost jet black 
even in uncirculated condition. Then there are the collectors who 
specialize in the die varieties, many of which — there are several 
dozen or more to be found —- furnish him with a very broad field for 
study and research. 

When the cent was first minted in 1793, the design showed on 
the obverse side, the head of Liberty with flowing hair and the face 
to the right, with a chain of 13 links on the reverse, and bars and 
clover-leaf, although some have termed it a strawberry vine, on the 
edge. There are a dozen or more known varieties of this year. This 
first cent contained 203 grains of copper and successive years, until 
1858, maintained this weight with but slight variations, which was 
known as a cent’s worth of copper. 

The cent of 1794 shows liberty with flowing locks but with a cap 
on a pole over the left shoulder. One cataloguer describes 56 varie¬ 
ties of the 1794 cent and we are occasionally hearing of more varie¬ 
ties. 

The design was again changed in 1795 with the head of Liberty 
modified so as to be more of a likeness of Martha Washington. The 
reverse shows a wreath of olive and the edge is lettered “One hun¬ 
dred for a dollar”. One type of the 1796 cent has “Liberty” spelled 
“Liherty”. 

The 1799 is acknowledged to be the rarest of the cents. One 
type of the 1801 cent has “United” spelled “United”. No doubt next 
in rarity to the 1799 cent comes the 1804 cent. The cent of 1808 
shows a profile of liberty with inscribed fillet with the face to the 
left. This design was used until 1816 when a new design of liberty 
appeared with the cornet inscribed “Liberty”. Some of the cents 
issued in 1817 are of the 15 star variety and others the 13 star varie¬ 
ty. Among the cents of 1839 are found the Silly-head and Booby- 
head types.

EVERYDAY CANCELLATIONS 

Montgomery Mulford 

The cancellations of Dutch Guiana, which stamp collectors know 
as Suriname, are interesting. The 20th century types begin about 
1903. The small double-ring circle cancels seen often on stamps of 
this country were in use generally in the eighteen-nineties and until 
1903. Another double-circle was used with maltese crosses until 
1905. 


Around 1903 the “squared circle” cancellations came into use. In 
other words the cancellation was a circle with lines forming corners 
so that the whole was a square (the circle in the center.) This type 
was used until around 1910, in “Suriname”. 

Sidney Lake must be credited with the research appearing in this 
article. As a Netherlands and Dutch colonial specialist he has writ¬ 
ten essays for the philatelic press that are hard to equal. His studies 
and the presentation of the results are always very complete. This 
author has checked over much of his researches that have appeared 
in print and, as far as could be, has found him to be extremely accu¬ 
rate in all his stampic work. 

Friend Lake says that the various Dutch Guiana provinces use 
such cancellations as the “squared circle” at different times. He also 
notes that Forger Fournier made counterfeits of this cancel. His 
forgeries were dated in July of 1890 while this cancel did not appear 
until 1902. 

The most common postmark now in use is a star cancella¬ 
tion type. It was introduced the first month of 1911. The first of 
these was smaller in form than the later, those now in use being: 
larger sized which began to appear around 1927. 

I have followed Lake’s description, even to the term “star” which 
is used by Netherlands philatelists; it technically is not a star how¬ 
ever but a double-lined cross-shape. The Type since 1927 has been 
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with thicker lines. As we are describing postmarks of the 20th 
century in everyday use in each country, we need not here go into the 
use of “route cancels” or the temporary railway cancels of Suriname. 
It is interesting to note what Lake says on air cancels: “There are 

no real airmail cancellations from Suriname.cachets have been 

used as cancellations at times,” but they are not cancellations in the 
true sense of the word. 

There are, according to our authority, of the “squared circle can¬ 
cels,” dated from Paramaribo, many types, with several forms of 
lettering. These should be studied further for, while they are not 
uncommon, they are odd and make a unique display, and must be con¬ 
sidered in any study of cancellations of a nation’s postoffice.

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WILD CAT CURRENCY 

By Ray Burns 


This term, referred to the depreciated or worthless money issued 
by the Wild Cat banks organized under the laws of the various states 
in the chaotic, uncontrolled and unsound banking period between 
the years 1811 and 1863. These banks were permitted to issue bank 
notes against personal notes or bonds etc. and in many cases were 
organized solely for the purpose of issuing paper money rather than 
carrying on a deposit and loan business. It is said that in Michigan 
that many of these institutions were located in the depths of forests 
where there were few habitations but plenty of wild cats. They were 
purposely inaccessable to prevent redemption of their practically 
worthless notes. Bank failures were numerous and since the securi¬ 
ty behind these notes was inadequate and illiquid, the banks were un¬ 
able to redeem them thus resulting in large losses to the holders. It 
is reported that there were more than 16,000 different kinds of bank 
notes in circulation when the National Bank Act in 1863 put an end 
to note omissions of state banks and the Government started issuing 
paper currency.

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SIDE LINES - SHIP STAMPS 

By Montgomery Mulford 


General collections today are so large and bulky that we are for¬ 
ever looking for some special item or items to attract our attention 
and produce an attractive and interesting showing. In our collec¬ 
tions are many related stamps, related either in color, printing, sub¬ 
ject, etc. From this large field I have chosen the very fruitful sub¬ 
ject of ships on stamps. Here we have a large and varied assortment 
of ships of all ages appearing on stamps. 

Romance has been associated with ships from time immemorial 
— the early Assyrians, the Egyptians, the Carthagenians, the Rom¬ 
ans, the Vikings, the Spanish Conquestidores — all put forth in ships 
and history bespeaks of their romance. And now this romance is 
transmitted anew through the medium of our album and its stamps. 

Many of these stamps show early ships and native boats. The 
Egyptian commemorative of the International Naval Congress shows 
one of the ships of Queen Hatshepsut whose reign was from 1516 to 
1481 B. C. during the XVIII Dynasty. Then there is the pirogue of 
Papua, with its claw-like sails, the xebec of Malta, the Te Arawa 
canoe of New Zealand, the junk of China and many an other strange 
craft. 

In contrast we have the sailing ships. The Olive Blossom, a 
three masted ship appears on the 1905 stamp of Barbados. We have 
the frigate type of sailing vessel appearing on the stamps of Ber¬ 
muda. And before this era rightfully comes the explorer ships, those 
small sailers that blazed the way for world conquests. Pictures of 
the fleets of Columbus and Vasco da Gama are numerous on the 
stamps of various countries and make a pretty showing. We pass 
from the sailers to the steam driven vessels like the famous yacht of 
the German Emperor which in 1900 was featured on all stamps of 
the German Colonies. 

Our philatelic fleet is well guarded, for warships are well repre¬ 
sented and particularly on our own government’s inter-revenue issue 
of 1898. 

Such a collection of ship stamps properly selected, sorted and 
mounted will afford the owner a most interesting subject to show his 
friends and one to be justly proud of.

Did you ever see the current 
(1931) 9c stamp from East 
Hampton, Mass., in type U73 
with the “h” in place of the “a” 
in Mass.? This is really a neat 
little error that looks swell in a 
collection. 

When you notice the letters 
“N. L.” on precancel approvals 
it means “Not listed”. This is 
sometimes written “N. C.” — 
“Not Cataloged”. 

Chicago was responsible for 
the lc imperforate Scott’s 575. 
This stamp lists in the precancel 
catalog of 1931 at 3c but it has 
kept step with mint varieties and 
sells readily for $1.00 or more if 
you can get one. 

A precancel collector was post¬ 
master at Columbia, Louisiana, 
when most if not all of her pre¬ 
cancels were issued. 

Type I precancels of San Fran¬ 
cisco are known with an inverted 
“L” in place of the “F” in Fran¬ 
cisco. 

I am advising you to examine 
your St. Paul Pan-American pre¬ 
cancels with great care because 
most of those in existence are 
fakes. 

If you want a pretty, unique 
item for your collection get some 
of the Oswego, N. Y„ precancels 
which appeared on the Von Steu¬ 
ben and Braddock commemora- 
tives. If you want more of this 
type of item, then, get Canton, 
Ohio, and De Forest,' Wis., on 
the Von Steuben issue. Of 
course, for these items you’ll 
have to pay more than for the 
ordinary run of mine items.

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OUR GRANFATHER PENNIES, CONTINUED 

In 1857 both the large type of cent was minted, as well as the 
small size, nearly the size of the present issue. This issue contained 
about 12 percent nickel and were known as the white or nickel cents. 
This composition of metal was used until 1864 after which pure cop¬ 
per was again used. 

The small cents of 1857 and 1858 depicted on the obverse a fly¬ 
ing eagle and generally are referred to as the flying eagle cents. 

There were three types of 1864 cents issued, one was of white 
metal, another had the letter “L” on the tail feathers and another 
was of bronze, plain. Cents from 1864 to 1908 are known as the “In¬ 
dian Head”.cents, but the head is not a real Indian — but that of a 
girl of twelve wearing feathered Indian headgear. This girl — Miss 
Sarah Longacre, now Mrs. Sarah Longacre Keen, was visiting the 
mint at Philadelphia at the same time a group of Indians were being 
shown through and the chief placed his feathered headgear on her 
head. Her father, Mr. James Barton Longacre, was impressed by 
her striking appearance and made a sketch of her, which was later 
adopted as the design for the penny beginning with 1859. 

Of the Indian-head cents, the 1871 and 1877 are the rarest of this 
class. 

The Indian-head design continued until 1909, the one-hundredth 
anniversary of Lincoln’s birth, when a new design appeared and were 
minted, which was the first coin of regular issue to bear the likeness 
of a former president. 

There were six different types of cents issued by the mints in 
1909. Two Indian-head cents were issued, one by the Philadelphia 
mint and one by the San Francisco mint. Four types of Lincoln 
cents were issued, two by the Philadelphia mint, one of which bore 
the designers (V. D. Bremmer) initials V. D. B. and the other with¬ 
out. The same applies to the two types issued by the San Francisco 
mint, one contained designer’s initials V. D. B., and one without. 

All cents until 1908 were minted in the Philadelphia mint which 
does not bear any mint mark. In 1908 some of the cents were made 
in San Francisco mint which may be identified by the letter “S” on 
the reverse of an Indian-head cent and on the obverse under date 
of all Lincoln cents. In 1911 the Denver mint commenced the coin¬ 
ing of cents and these are identified by the letter “D” on the obverse 
under the date. 

Of the Lincoln cents, the 1912-S, 1922-D and the 1923-S are in 
all probability among the rarest to obtain in mint condition.
